It was the enthusiasm of genuine ad- 
miration which was voiced in the 
hurrahs of the multitude. A civic ad- 
dress was read at the station and in 
his reply the premier said: “But 
pleased as I am to see these marve 
of electric development here, great as 
is my satisfaction at. seeing things not 
familiar, one of the things which is a 
great joy to me is to see my 
friend, Wm. German. You have pro- 
duced many things, but none better 
than he.” 

German’s name was greeted with 
enthusiastic cheers. In fact the whole 
gathering simply bu ybled with enthus- 
lasm.

HOMESTEADERS 
RUSHIAT CALGARY 


Men Seeking Land Stand Outside 
Office During Night—Dispersed 
by Police in Morning. 


Bulletin Special. 

Calgary, Bept. 16.—Yesterday was 
the last of the first chapter in the pre- 
sent land rush. When the doors of 
the land office were locked yesterday 
afternoon at five o'clock, the prefer. 
ence which had been accorded to the 
homesteader of pre-emption was over. 
That meant that there was an enor- 


mous rsh During the day more 
than 360 people passed through the 
land department. Of these many 


called who were after homesteads and 
came in ahead of time. But 166 
homeeteaders got their pre-emptions 
The rush was greatest towards five 
o'clock, and so many were inside the 
doors that the staff had to remain on 
duty practically all night. No per 
son left for the dinner hour, but din- 
ed in the offices.’ At three o’clock this 
morning the work was not done, but 
the end for the day was in sight, and 
the staff which had been working at 
a strenuous pace for the last two yeeke 
was just’ bracing itself for an even 
greater rush this morning. 

During the month the department 
here has disposed of over 900 applica- 
tions and disposed to settlers of some- 
thing like 159,000 acres of land, But 
the rush yesterday was but a pre- 
liminary canter to the big battle for 
homesteads beginning this morning. 
At five o'clock last night there was’ a 
small party of anxious applicants 
waiting for the struggle this morning. 
This small party of patient ones be 
gan to grow, and by midnight there 
were over 100 people in line ready for 
business when the doors swung open 
this morning at nine o’clock. Re 
cruits followed later ony and by nine 
o'clock this morning 200 people were 
waiting. 

‘The crowd of pre-emption and 
homestead seekers camped about the 
land office door had become so large 
at an early hour this morning that the 
police found it necessary to order 
them to disperse. It would not have 
been fair just to have driven some of 
them from the spot and left others, 
so an order was given to all to go. 
Those toward the outside of the 
throng and further away from the door 
did iwi need a second telling, but 
others, who had secured advantageous 
positions up ‘high on the steps and 
close to the doors were reluctant about 
moving. However, they all gave way 
to the mevitable and wandered off 
to neatby corners in small groups.

“7 think the Battle River bridge 
will be far ough advanced by No- 
vember Ist to allow steel to be taken 
across. The bridge will not be fin- 
ally completed then, of course, but 
will be in a cundition to allow steel 
laying to be proceeded with westward. 
The Clover Bar bridge will probably 
be completed about the sam time.” 

“Work has also started on the G.T.P. 
bridge across the Pembina river. Ma- 
terial and supplies are being taken out 
there now and the foundation for this 
bridge will be finished by Vebruary. If 
steel is laid west from Edmonton to the 
Pembina this winter as I believe it will 
be, the steel work of the bridge will be 
taken out there af once aad the bridge 
completed by the end of the winter, This 
will greatly facilitate construction oper- 
ations further west,” 

Mr. Lagrand stated that the contracts 
for construction of bridges across Wolf 
Creek and the McLeod river had not yet 
heen let. He intimated, however, that 
these contracts might be let shortly and 
work started on them this winter. After 
inspecting the Battle River and Clover 
Bar bridges Mr. Lagrand will return east 
to Montreal.

Duluth, Minn., Sept. 15--Seven men 
were burned to death in forest fires near 
Grand-Marais on the north shore of Lake 
Superior. During a terrifie outburst of 
the conflagration this morning John 
Monker and six Indians attempted to 
rescue the property of the people of the 
little village of Nester from destruction. 
The flames closed in behind them and in 
an instant the woods were a roaring fur- 
nace, No attempt could be made to res- 
cue them. Today the village of Colville, 
near Grand Marais was laid in ashes, 
The homes of fifty scattered settlers were 
also destroyed, The fire surrounds Grand 
Marais on three sides and the place 
seems doomed, Lusten and Chicago Bay 
are in almost as grave danger, 

Navigation Tied Up by Smoke. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 16—Reports received 
here show that traffic through the Soo is 
completely closed owing to the dense 
smoke and fogs. Port Arthur advices 
say that the navigation of the lake is al- 
most entirely tied up owing to tht smoke 
of the bush fires rendering it impossible 
for boat officers to see more than a hun- 
dred yards ahead, The forest fires are 
dying out but owing to the atmospheric 
pressure the smoke is thicker than hith- 
erto, The delay in navigation is serious 
in view of the efforts being made to ex- 
peditiously market the moving crop. 

Pall of Smoke Shrouds Lake. 

Sault Ste, Marie, Mich., Sept. 16—For- 
est fires which have been raging in prac- 
tically every direction from the Sault, al- 
though hundreds of miles away in many 
cases, have rendered the air thick and 
smoky. It is impossible to see the shores 
of the river from either side and the 
streets are enveloped in a heavy shroud 
of smoke, The fires extend along the 
Canadian side from back of Sudbury to 
Bachewana, Mickipicoten and Fort Wik 
liam and on the American side below the 
straits in the Alpena Au Sable lumber- 
ing district, Navigation on the river 
was practically at a standstill all night 
and today and few boats attempted to 
navigate up or down, The intensity of 
the smoke was greatly increased during 
the night by a heavy fog. At the locks

Verdict of Coroner's Jury in Inquest 
Into Death of Vivian 
Foley. 


“That Vivian F . came to 
death from acute dilatation of 
neayt, and while there ig not si 
clon evidence to prove that vacdi- 
nation was a prinmiery cause, 
we recommend that in future 
city employ. only regulatly quali- 
fied physicians to be vaccinators.”” 


This was the decision arrived at ti 
day, after a four hours’ session, held 
to inquire into the death of Vi 
Foley, ‘daughter of A. W. Foley, supet. 
intendent of the poultry departmet 
of the provincial government, whose 
demise ‘ook place on Saturday, 
tember 6, which, it was claimed 
<< fathe, was the result of vaccin& 
ion. 

The inquest was conducted by 
Coroner Dr. Smith, and the fury were 
as follows: Charles Gowan « 
kK. W. Awen, John Dewar, W. Ievii 
Charles Spinks and J. J. Tull. The

The Evidence Taken. 

Sydney A. Main was the first wit.

Mr. Foster's Shocked Virtue. 
“But this is not the only charge. 
Mr. Foster, speaking some days ago 
in one of the Maritime provinces, said 
we were not only extravagant but 
eriminally extravagant. Well, sir, if 
1 have shocked the virtue of my 
friend George Eulas Foster I deplore 
my fate indeed. (Laughter.) After 
elt let us ascertain what is the charge 
of extravagance, I read the speech of 
Mr. Foster carefully, What is the 
evidence which he orings in support 
of the charge that we have been crim- 
inally extravagant. His evidence is 
that in 1896, the last year he was in 
office as finance minister, the expen- 
diture was $36,000,000 in round figures, 
and that last year the Liberal govern- 
ment spent $76,000,000. That is to say, 
in twelve years the expenditure doub- 
led and he calls that extravagance. 
Sir, if L were to ask how many men 
there are in this audience who in the 


private wealth has increased and men 
can spend double what they spens 
twelve years ago. What is, after all, 
jthe criterion by which to ascertain 
|whether in private or in public life 
there has been extravagant expendi- 
ture? There is one easy criterion, 
and it is one which Mr. Foster has 
forgotten. If a man has#a_ certain 
income and spends within that in- 
ecme he cannot be called extravagant. 
But if a man spends beyond his in- 
come then he becomes extravagant. 
That is my logic at all events. It is 
not the logic of Mr. Foster. If there 
is a man in this audience who has an 
income of $10,000 and spends $4,006, 
in the eyes of Mr. Forter he would be 
extravagant. But if he is a man who 
hes an income of $100,000 and spends 
$600 more than that amount he avould 
not be extravagant, but would be sav- 
ing.

Spends Within Income. 

“Niter all, [ do not pretend to be 
much of a financier, but I think I 
have some measure of commion eense. 
I think I understand these matters, 
and if a man spends within his in- 
come he cannot be extravagant. But 
the man who spends more than bis in- 
come, whether in private life or in 
publie life, becomes extravagant evd 
aceording to the logic of Mr. Foster, 
is criminally extravagant, because Mr. 
Foster was minieter of finance for 
sone eight years of the last twelve 
years of the Conservative administra- 
ton and during these twelve years 
which ended in July, 1896, the gov- 
‘ronment of which Mr. Foster was min- 
ster of finance, had six years of de- 
licits and six years of surplus. (Ap- 
pinuse.) He made them an equal 
division, six years of deficits on the 
oie side and six years of surpluses on 
the other, (Renewed applause.) But 
unfortunately, there was not a di- 
vision in the amount because the eur- 
pluses were less than the deficits, In 
Mr. Foster's time the surpluses am- 
counted to about $4,000,000 and the de- 
ficits to $4,984,000, 


What of the Liberal Government. 

‘Now what has been the record of 
th. Liberal government, which has 
been accused by Mr. Foster of ex- 
trevaganee? What has been that re- 
cord That record is that for the 
last twelve years except one, we have 
had surpluses. We had not a surplus 
in the first year of our administration 
when we followed Mr. Foster. We 
had a deficit of $500,000, but the year 
after that, in 1897, we had a surplus 
of $1,000,000, then of $4,000,000, then of 
$4,000,000, then of 000,000, then of 
$7,000,000, then of $14,000,000, then of 
$15,000,000, then of $7,000,000, then 
again of $12,000,000, then of $16,000,- 
000, and at last $19,000,000. (Prolonged 
applause.) 

's This Criminal Extravagance?

The dlos- 
som is blighted, the leaf is withered, 
the god o. day goes down upon the 
dreary sea, and, im short, you are for- 
ever floored,’ 

But Mr, Foster Didn't Tell This 
“Sir, this is Mr. Foster's position. 
(Laughter. But, sir, 1 do not  pre- 
tend for my part that the minister of 
ceils, who has au occasional deficit, 
is to be blamed or reckoned extrava- 
gant, and when Mr. Foster applies te 
his opponents and his betters sueh 
words as ‘criminally extravagant,’ he 
would have done better to tell hia 
hearers that out of the millions ex- 
pended, hundreds of thousands, in 
some Cases aprpoaching millions,have 
been spent in bringing from Europe 
hundreds of immigrants who have 
fone to the prairie land to help us io 
build up this country. Y after year 
Wwe brought from the United States 
sixty thousand, forty thousand and 
fifty thousand of the very best class 
ol American citizens. They at once 
became loyal British subjects and 
they brought with them, according to 
the census returns, in settlers’ effects 
and gold $52,000,000, and they invested 
in land, mills, collieries, industries 
and business of different kinds not 
less than $350,000,000. If Mr. Foster 
had told his hearers that of these mil- 
lions a large proportion were used for 
bvilding the Grand Trunk Pacific 
railway, if he had told them that we 
were deepening the canals and in a 
thousand different ways have so im- 
proved the condition of things that 
this miracle has been performed, that 
our trade in twelve years has inereas3 
ed trom $230,000,000 to —$650,000,000, 
(loud cheers), if he had told that out 
of these millions we have relieved the 
motherland of the necessity of expen- 
diture for the maintenance of garri- 
sons at Halifax and Esquimalt—tor, 
if we have become a nation we are a 
nation under the British crown, and 
we should as far as possible maintain 
our own military expenditure, and 
relieve the motherland. (Applause.) 
If Mr. Foster had told of these things 
he would have presented a true pie- 
ture. More than that I can claim 
that when the revenue was buoyant 
under the Liberals we have in spite 
of expenditure been able to accumu- 
late $130,000,000 in surpluses and we 
have been able to do this and the 
burden never was felt by the Canad- 
ian people.

That ‘« the policy 
jof a man who preaches retrenchment. 


“Now, I pass to other topics. It 
is said that we have gone back on 
our principles upon all the planks 


which formed the platiorm of 1895. 
The most important no doubt was the 
plank upon the tariff. We denoune- 
ed in no measured terms the tarifi of 
that day. We denowneed in no meas- 
ured terms the once famous national 
|poliey, once famous, but now dead, 
buried and forgotten. as dead as Judas 
Iscariot, as deeply buried as though 
it were at the bottam of the sea, and 
as forgotten as the pledges of Mr. 
Foster, on prohibition (Laughter.) 
We denounced the principle of the 
national policy of universal protec- 
tion. Our policy was a tariff based 
upon revenue and when we came into 
office we put these principles into 
the form of a new policy. It fs said 
that the policy we have adopted was 
simply a desertion of our principles, 
that it was simply taking for our own 
use the ‘garments of the Conservative 
party. God forbid that we should do 
anything of the kind. (Laughter.) 
Killed the National Policy. 
“When the Conservative party tell 
us that today, it is simply an after 
thought, because when Sir Charles 
Tupper heard the new policy of the 
Liberal party, «introduced by Mr. 
Fielding in the session of 1897, he said 
that Mr. Fielding had killed the na- 
tional policy and ruined Canadian in- 
dustry. Sif Charles Tupper said we 
would kill the national policy. That 


was true and Mr. Fielding must plead 
guilty to that matter. If he was 
charged with it he would probably 


answer in the words of the old Ro- 
man who said: “I swear I have saved 
the county; let us go and thank the 
gods. (Applause and laughter.) 

“Mr. Fielding killed the national 
policy, but what has been the result 
The result has been the policy you 
see today, the policy that has made 


the country prosperous, It is true, 
however, that we did not rush inte 
radical reform. We are reformers, not 


revolutionists. We did not care to 
revolutionize the policy of that day; 
we were content to improve it gradus 
ally, 

Relief to the Farmers. 

“T received in the campaign of 1896 
when we were about to go to the coun- 
try a reply from Sir Oliver Mowat, to 
a letter [ had sent him. Sir Oliver 
wif ‘We are, LL. believe, at one 
with respect to the tariff. I think 
with you that the introduction of the 
protective system was a mistake on 
the part of our people, But you, like 
myself, are a Reformer, not a revo- 
lutionist, and you recognize the neces- 
sity of legislation on the tariff being 
gradual and cautious, Adopting that 
policy I am glad that you see your 
Way meantime to changes which will 
be acrelie( to our-farmers and at the 
same time will not injuriously affect, 
but will rather benefit the manufae- 
turers and their workmen.’

WATER STREET ROUTE 
FINALLY, APPROVED 


Council Decides That the Only Practical 
Outlet from Fraser's Flats is by Way 
of the Syndicate’s Property Which 
Will Be Purchased.—Regular Session 
of Council Developed No Busines¢ of 
Great Moment. 


The persistence of the residents of 
Fraser's Flats in pressing their claims 
to the opening of Water st-eet as an out- 
let from the flats has been crowned by 
snedess, The street is to be opened. The 
city council at its regular meeting Tues- 


dayt evening decided to purchase trom 
the Jackson et al syndicate for $3,000 the 
property required for the street and to 
call for tenders for the purchase from 
the pity of that portion of the lots pur- 
chased by the city from the syndicate, 
whieh will not be required for the street. 
In donnection with the decision to open 
Wafer street the offer of J. B. Little, 
brick manffacturer on Fraser's Flats to 
grade River street to Rowland, and Row- 
land to Syndicate, on condition the city 
oped water street, was accepted. The 
decision to open A ater, atteet was unani- 
mous, ? 

The appeal of the property owners on 
Hatilisty avenue between Fifth and Sixth 
stre@ts against the special assessment for 
houlevarding this street on the* grounds 
that-the work was neither petitioned for 
nor advertised on ‘the: initiative was 
heard ,and was held in abeyance pending 
a settlement. ‘The mayor stated frankly 
there was no record of either a petition 
or an advertisement for the work, but 
the council of Edmonton was not in the 
habit of doing work without a reqnest 
for it. He assumed therefore that there 
was Some good reason for the work being 
done, . 

“In any event,” he said “the work has 
heen done, the improvement made, and 
the money spent, Cannot some arrange- 
ment be made whereby the property 
owners, appealing will pay a fair assess- 
ment for the work?”

To this question H. H, Parlee, repre- 
senting the Bank of Commerce, and N. 


Harrison, representing W. J. Graves and 
Dr. H. C. Wilson stated that since the 
improvement had been made it appeared 
to them only just that a reasonable as- 
sessment should be paid. They made this 
statement ot their own initiative, they 
said, their clients had not instructed 
them to do so. The matter 4" then re- 
ferred to the commissioners to make an 
effort to effect a settlement, 

Albert J, Healey, secretury of the 
Trades and Labor Council wrote asking 
for a refund of the $25 deposited by his 
organizatioN to guarantee any damage in- 
curred to the exhibition grounds in con- 
nection with the Labor Day celebration. 
The amount will be refunded upon the 
authorization of the caretaker of the 
Exhibition Grounds that their condition 
is the same as before being used by the 
Trades and Labor Council, 

Major Beale’s, chief of police, applica- 
lion for an increase in salary, placing 
him on the same basis as the chief of the 
fire department, was filed.

THE CITY OF WINNIPEG 


Jim Baggs and His Son Came Down 
From Norway House—Never Before 
Saw a Street Car.—The Boy Eats ice 
Cream With a Relish—Guide Was 
Born at Norway House. 


Winnipeg, Sept . 15—Seated before a 
platier on which was heaped a white, 
frigid, tempting mound, in one of Win- 
nipeg’s best cafes, yesterday, a handsome, 
dark-haired boy of ten regarded the dish 
with awe not unmixed with suspicion. It 
Was a warm day, especially for Septem- 
ber, and the white mound, slowly and in- 
vitingly melted into little rivulets of 
cream and slid down the cone like lava 
flown a volcano, The boy lifted a spoon 
gingerly and tipped off a smal! portion 
of the congealed mound. He lifted it to 
his lips slowly and carefully. A red 
tongue came ont and touched it, two red 
lips opened wide and closed, and the 
spoon came down clean. Hastily, now, 
the owner of the lips and the tongue dug 
the «pdon in until it could hold no more. 
Again the red lips closed, then the brown 
face twisted into an expression of de- 
light, the dark eves lidded down until 
only two black slits showed, two little 
moccasined feet twisted about the chair 
rung and Jimmy Baggs, jr., of Norway 
House, had been introduced to that ex- 
quisite concoction, ice cream, 

Jimmy and his father, Jim Baggs, sr., 
one of the best known guides and canoe- 
men between Norway House and Hud- 
son Bay, who was swinging a paddle in 
the days when every pack of freight that 
came into or left all the great northwest 
intarior entéred and went out by way of 
York Factory, have been visiting Winni- 
peg the last few days, They approve of 
Winnipeg. They admire its buildings and 
people and streets—but they will be tic- 
kled to death to get hack te Norway 
Heuse, 

Born at Norway House. 

Jim Baggs was born at Norway House 
more than 50 years ago, although one 
would never guess his age after seeing 
him move about. Te left the House 
when he was a small boy and weft to 
York Factory, where he remained for 
some years. Then he began making trips 
hetween York Factory and Norway 
House and back again. For many years 
hs never came into the settlements at 
all, living the life of a northern rover, 
haunting the shores of the great bay, 
shooting the fierce rapids of the inland 
rivers, toiling over the snow-covered 
trails. Dor several years he was mate on 
aifreighting schooner between York Fae- 
tory and Pert Charchill ,on Hudson bay. 
Latterly he has had his thriving family 
at Norway House ,and has run the mails 
from the House of Icelandic River, 

In his position as mate of a schooner 
plying between Churchill and York 
Vactory, Baggs is eminently fitted to 
speak of the possibilities of Hudson's 


Bay as a means of outlet for the pro- 
ducis of the far west and northwest.

Navigation is open on the 
says, from June to Novem- 
steamers, however, if they 
can pass the straits, could reach ports on 
the western shore much later than No- 
vember, nrost years, as they could easily 
break the early ice.

Baggs can see 
the traces of the coming of civilization 
all along the old routes that have never 
known anything but. the seasoned faces 
aed sturdy forms of the northmen pass 
ne and repassing in their canoes and 

York boats, Or inushing it behind the'r 
dog trains. At Norway House, especially, 
the thues have changed and the silence 
of the north és no leager undisturbed. It 
will not be long before the red-serged 
policeman, with hiv trail rations of ba- 
con and syrup and “bannock,” will take 
his last patrol in the country to the 
serth and pass westward with the star of 
empire, Old customs will depart, sieel 
rails will outalo the swiftest canoes and 
the most capacious York freighters, and 
a new country and wonderful will 
opencd for settlement, 

dim’s visit in Winnipeg will probably 
romain® long, memory, in the mind 
ef that worthy son of the north.

Neither father 
nor son had over leoked on an cleetric 
cur, or a street car Of any kind, before, 
Twenty-five years age, Jim Baggs. sv., 
was in Winnipeg for a little while.

Baggs was. most pleased with an inspec- 
tion of the old Fort Garry gate. He had 
not known that a vestige of the old fort 
existed, and he spent half an hour walk 
ing in and out th h the time-worn 
pertal, and in tracing the run of the old 
walls, Later, in the provincial library, 
he ran across a picture of the interioy 
of the old fort, and he studied it long 
and’ carefully. He noted the difference 
between its inner construction and that 
of Fort Churchill, where the buildings 
ave mainly without the enclosure. 

‘ftey tramping through many streets 
and admiring many buildings, Jim ex- 
pressed keen disappointment at not hav- 
ing discovered any “ornaments.” Jim's 
English is first class and for this reason 
i was hard for a stranger to surmise 
what he was driving at. It came out 
eventually, however, when he suddenly 
stopped in open admiration before the 
“monument” to Queom Victoria in the 
provincial government grounds, 

Baggs has many excellent stories of the 
north. As he himself expresses it, he has 
boen a “wandering boy” all his life and 
in the course of his wanderings he has

the “silent places.” He has one good 
story of how he and a well-known Win- 
nipegger, returning from York Factory, 
killed a big moose with an axe, from a 
canoe, in the Nelsen river. Jim explains 
that it is easy to kill a bear when you 
catch him swimming, becanse when you 
put a paddle blade on his neck, he will 
immediately raise a paw to dislodge it, 
the movement will throw his nose under 
water and he will soon drown. A moose, 
however, is a different proposition, and 
Jim and his companion had some lively 
sport before they finally bagged his lord- 
ship. 


Stirring Tales of the North. 


One of Baggs’ best yarns 
thing that many hunters do not know 
that a polar bear will not stop at fire. 
Baggs and a nerthern missionary, with 
an Indian canoeman, were camped one 
night in the Churehill country, when they 
proved this interesting fact beyond all 
doubt. The trio was asleep around a 


good healthy fire, when they were awak- | 


ened by a prodigious cracking of snow 
and brush. Baggs and the missionary 
sprang up and found themselves face to 
face with a big polar bear. The bear was 
on the war path all night, as they sur- 
mised by his business-like attitude, but 
they counted on the fire to stave him off. 
Vor a nfoment or two the bear remained 
just outside the fire circle, growling sav- 
ugely, while the missionary and Baggs 
kept themselyes strictly in the = spot 
light. Then, with a roar, the white mon- 
ster gaised himself to his hind legs and 
started in to clean everything up, ‘n- 
cluding the fire, Neither Baggs nor the 
missionary had time to get hands on a 
rifle. A man on the trail in the north 
dépends largely on his knife and ax any- 
way. However, that may be, the ap aoe 
is, an interesting race began.

sionary set a sharp pace <epand the ee, 
Baggs followed him and the btar follow- 
ed Baggs. The men threw out burning 
brands gs they flew around the cirele, 
hut bruin paid no attention. He romped 
through the smoke, leaping burning 
sticks and skirting the fire itself and 


kept it up with uncomfortable pertin- 
acity. Things were getting as) inter- 


esting as the third act of a first-class 
melodrama and might have ended much 
satisfactorily had the Indian, who, 
up to this moment, had heen peacefully 
rolled in his blanket, not sat up and 
taken notice, Seeing the Indian so 
handy, the bear called the race off for 
a few moments, waltzed over and land- 
ing heavily on the gedskin’s scalp, 
stretched him on ‘the snow. Satisfied 
that he had settled” everything in that 
quarter, the bear again started for 
Boges and the missionary. But mean- 
time Baggs had not heen picking posies 
and when brain Mwed up for the sec- 
ond half he got’ Winchester bullet 
through the brain.

Borden Impossible as Premier. 

Well, is it reasonable to suppose that 
the Canadian people will throw out 
Laurier while he is still engaged in so- 
‘uring that fabric of freedom and em- 
sire? He has done more than any other 
man living or dead, to mould it aright. 
Will they risk sending to another im- 
ywrial conference a gentleman who wants 
© abolish the Canadian trade prefer- 
nce? Mr, R. L. Borden thinks it should 
vot be given without getting one from 
iveat Britain in retarn, To send him to 
onference would be to root up what Can- 
ida, per Laurier, hax been doing for 
welve years, It would assist those cen- 
ralizationist imperialists who do nol, as 
‘ord Milner has done, accept the ideas 
hat ruled last year’s conference, There 
s no exaggeration in asserting that a 
‘anadian premier hostile to the system 
f voluntary preferences might at the 
rext conference complicate affairs so as 
o be remembered among destroyers of 
he empire, Until Mr, R. LL. Borden, 
he Opposition leader, shall have public- 
y repented of his hostility to the voiun- 
‘ary preference plan, he would appear to 
be impossible as a Canadian Premier. 

Race and Creed Calm. 

If the Laurier government did 
wem safe by reason of the two speci- 
ied great matters, one might mention 
he extraordinary degree of race and 
veed cali which now prevails in Can- 
ida. This conduces much to commercial 
benefit, It could hardly continue af 
‘anadians in general like a certain ele- 
nent in Ontario and Manitoba were dis- 
posed to oust the great statesman sim. 
diy because he is French-Canadian and 
‘atholic, 

Again, it would seem almost needless 
to mention the obvious vanishing of the 
short period of business depression here, 
Laurier’s luck, or good management, 
eld good in this too. He seems entitled 
© be regarded as “The pilot who weath 
‘red the storm.’” 

The Scandal Cry. 

The question now arises, can any 
hing true be said against Laurier’s 
rovernment of such importance that the 
slectors may be reasonably thought like- 
ly to disregard the foregoing considers 
ions, This brings up the “scandals,” 
eal or alleged. 

The alleged “scandals” may be brought 
ander two heads; (1) those in which of- 
‘ivials of the ministry are charged with 
having been negligent, extravagant or 
corrupt; (2) those in which the policy of 
the ministry is said to have caused pub- 
‘ie money, land, or timber to have ac- 
rued to private persons, often support- 
ers of the ministry, It is noteworthy 
‘hat there is not one alleged “scandal” 
in which any minister has been charged 
with malversation, or the use of his fidu- 
‘iary position to make personal profit. 
Chis only is the sort of “scandal” that 
has hitherto injured or destroyed Cana- 
lian cabinets, / 

Charges of Corruption, 

It is certainly true that some officials 
“# the Marine and Fisheries department 
were negligent and extravagant, but none 
have yet been proved corrupt. The sys- 
tem of ordering and purchasing goods for 
ships, lighthouses, ete., was inherited 
‘rom preceding governments, It was ra- 
lically bad. When the present minister, 
Mr. Brodeur, found reason to suspect 
that evil was resulting from this system. 
he took measures to amend it, Before 
these were completed the cabinet empow- 
red a commission of three men, two of 
them famous in Canada for their inquisi- 
torial energy and rhadamanthine sever- 
ity. They were empowered to investigate 


the civil service generally. They found a 
gowl deal of fault with the marine and 
fisheries and the militia departments. 
They intimated rather darkly that some 
unnamed officials in the former nrust be 
corrupt. The government suspended the 
nen against whom insineations were 
thus directed and appointed a severe 
judge to investigate the business, He has 
not yet reported. 
They Were Not Afraid. 

There wax no sign of ministerial 
trepidation in any of these proceedings. 
Sir Wilfrid and his cclleagues appeared 
inst as the directors uf some enormous 
business house migh, appear, did they 
order experts to look into the system of 
accounts and into the acts of adminris- 
tration in some department which gossip 
alleged to be ill-conducted, It was very 
possible to accuse Wr. Brodeur of having 
‘Seen negligent, sir + he had been more 
than a year jn ce without having 
routed out the w:. -¢. To this his defence 
seems reasonable, {t is (1) that he had 
got at investigation and reform as soon 
as he suspected any need for it, and (2) 
that if he did not continuously push the 
matter, that was because ae was required 
to spend a long time in Europe at the 
Imperial conference and in negotiating 
the French commercial treaty. 


An Opponent's Protest. 

A very pleasant incident in connection 
with the opposition invectives against 
Mr. Brodeur may well be related here, It 
is creditable to Canadian public — life. 
When Brodeur’s chatacter and honor 
were first assailed by innuendo, Mr. W. 
D. Lighthall, K.C., of Montreal, a dia- 
tinguinicd lawyer, imperialist and po 
litical opponent of the minister, came 
ont over his own signature, indignantly 
declaring that everybody in Montreal 
who knew Mr, Brodeur knew him to be 
1 man whose character no man could as- 
sail in Montreal without coming undey 
zeneral contempt there as a liar and 
slanderer. Nobody took up the cudgels 
against Mr. Lighthall. 

From time to time, as the “‘scan 
tals = against officials developed, 1 
looked into every one of them — pretty 
closely, In a good many cases there was 
some reason to suspect, or even charge, 
petty frand. But the sensible people of 
Canada know that such things are ineid- 
ental to carrying on every large business. 
It seems absurd to suppose that that po- 
litical fate of Sir Wilfrid Laurier can he 
affected by them. 

Two Real Scandals. 

As to the “seandals” arising from 
administrative policy on direc; 
ministerial responsibility two'of them 
appear to the present critic as of serious 
moment, One was the case of the Sas 
katchewan Valley Land and Coloniza- 
tion company, the other that of the 
North Atlantic Trading company. Both 
were ventilated by me in the Transcript 
two year ago. In both cases, T alleged, 
at the time, that the ministry appeared 
to have varied from their usual regula- 
tions or policy, with the effect that il- 
iegitimate profits had accrued to private 
persons. But in both cases, I then ad- 
mitted that the government had been 
seeking the public benefit, and that their 
defence was at least plausible, and per- 
haps altogether sound. If knaves did 
profit in the circumstances, the inten- 
tions of the ministry in general had evi- 
dently been good. They, if deluded by 
tricksters were not morally guilty. It is 
AeA; HOt Strictly ConceTVAbIe' Mat Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier’s tenure of offices can bo 
seriously endangered by thosé affairs, 

Foster and Borden. 

This is the less conceivable hecause of 
the revelations before a judicial insur 
ance commission against the prominent 
oppositionist George E. Foster, who ap- 
parently directs the whole “scandal” 
campaign, It was declared that he, while 
acting in fiduciary capacity for the 
Order of Voresters, had taken cowmis- 
sions and other illegitimate profits at the 
Order’s expense, The Montreal Star usu- 
ally a supporter of the opposition, eon- 
demned him vehemently, Yet. the man 
would expect to ba a minister of tinance 
were Laurier defeated! Now, it might he 
possible for Mr, Borden to dissociate 
himself. from Mr. Foster, and so escape 
the penalty of fraternizing with such a 
nan, Sir James Whitney, Premier of 
Ontario, neatly illustrated hew to do the 
thing when in answer to the charge that 
if his party won the provincial election 
he would make a certain prominent man 
of his party named Gamey, a member of 
his cabinet, Whitney replied that Gamey 
should not enter the Whitney ministry 
and he did not, Mr. Borden might well 
tmitate Whitney, 


Borden's Remote Chance. 

Mr, Borden is a pleasant, good, clever 
man, and may make an excellent prem- 
ier after Laurier retires. It is evident 
that he learns much by just sitting op- 
posite Sir Wilfrid in parliament, Thus 
he sees how a great statesman conducts 
things, Just so Laurier learned much 
from Sir John Maedonald. It appears 
that the canny Canadian people like 
leaders of the opposition to be thorough- 
ly instructed in this way, before en- 
trusting them with power, The situation 
appears to be that those cautious elec- 
tors do not think Mr, Borden has yet 
gone long enough to that school, Sas 
katchewan is but one more indication 
that Laurier will be again premier and 
perceptor to Borden, who may do bis in+ 
structor much honor—eventually,

sidered one of the most enterprising 
and well to do farmers of his district, 
e'ght miles north of here. Through 
the death of an aunt he has been 
obliged to leave his farm here and 
reside on the estate of his ancestors, 
He is also heir to several other proper- 
tis in Germany which will eventu- 
ally make him a man of great wealth. 
Mrs. Lockmeyer is ‘the eldest daughver 
oi Ino Althous, a former resident of 
this district who came from the Unit- 
ed States.

ANOTHER ATTEMPT 
TO SOLVE MYSTERY 


Disappearance of Titled Englishman 
On the Overiand Route to the Kion- 
dyke Ten Years Ago Will be In- 
vestieated Once More—How He 
War Lost. 


Victoria, B.C., Sept. 15—A mystery 
of the overland route to the Klondike 
—the disappearance of an English bar- 
onet, Sir Charles Curtis, ten years ago 
—has been revived by the orders just 
eived by the provineial police to 
seek once more for definite and fine! 


news as to how the long lost baronet 
met his end. Aiter a lapse of ten 
years a final effort will now be made 
to solve the mysterious disappearance 
of Sir Arthur on the overland trail 
from Asheroft on the Canadian Paci- 
fic railway, to the Yukon river, in 
June, 1898. Since his disappearance 
in the neighborhood of Mud river ten 
years ago, the family of the unfortu- 
nate knight have made several at, 
tempts to learn his fate, but beyond 
the fact that he wandered from the 
party and was never heard of again, 
litvle has beea learned. Several of 
these who composed the party of 
which the lost man formed ono were 
seen but their stories were all to ‘the 
above effect.” The incident is one 
whieh hae well nigh been forgotten 
but has now been revived oy the re- 
ceipt, the other day, by ‘the provin- 
cial police headquarters in this city 
of a communication from a relative of 
the late Sir Arthur, at present living 
‘n New Weatmineter, asking for the 
latest information in the possession of 
the authorities relating to the mystery 
ot the Englishman's disappearance. 

Sir Arthur was a menrber of a party 
under a Mr. Pocock who early in 1898 
started out from Ashcroft for the Yu- 
kon, by the overland route, The party 
was taking o number of horses along 
and owing to the rough work on the 
trail a number of the animals died. 
On arriving at the Nine-mile camp on 
June 10, it was found ‘that five of the 
remaining horses had strayed and 
menrbers the party started after 
them, Sir Arthur being one of tie 
party. When the other man returned 
Sir Arthur was not with them and 
though several hours passed he failed 
fo nut in an appearance, That was 
the last seen of him. Pocock, instead 
of organizing any regular search, pro- 
‘eeded on with the party, merely leav- 
ing a note whieh said: “If you do 
10t turn up by evening IT shall send 
yut a search party. You will find a 
‘unch in this bag. We are going to 
Nine-mile eamp."’ Sir Arthur did not 
urn up and the following day, Satur- 
lay, some nine or ten of the party 
started out along the trail to search 
‘or the missing man, but owing to the 
dense bush and the nature of the sur- 
rounding country they were afraid to 
wander off thé ‘trail. Not a trace of 
the missing min wae found, and on 
Saturday night an organized search 
was made, the dear¢hers being assist- 
ed by men from other parties coming 
ong the trail.

Brodeur, minister of marine and fish- 
eries, said that the St. Lawrenve route 
now appeared to be suffering under 
certain disadvantages, and, althoug.

States shipping interests, which had 
fixed excessive prices for carryine 
grain from the lakes to Atlantic ports

C.P.R. IS GETTING MEN. 


Declares James Cuttle on Return From 
Old Country. 


Montreal, Sept. 15—Mr, James Cuttle 
of the Montreal Transportation com- 
pany, who has just returned from a visit 
te the Old Country, says that the ship. 
ping on the Clyde was in a deplorable 
condition, 

“There is very little work going on in 
the Seottish shipbuilding industries,” 
said Mr, Cuttle, “‘and ‘there are no’ end 
of idle metal workers of al! kinds in 
Clasgow, almost starving for lack of em 
ployment, 
ships under y, and all the rest of the 
shipyards are idle, 

“The Canadian Pacific was adver- 
tising for mecltapics while 1 was there, 
and it was common knowledge that the 
men were wanted to take the places of 
strikers, the course of the strike in Can- 
ada being constantly chronicled in the 
Glasgow papers, while Liverpool papers 
hud advertisements asking mechanics to 
keep away from Canada until the strike 
Was over, 


“But as soon as the C, P, R. advertise- 
ment’ appeared in the Glasgow papers 
there was such a rush of applicants that 
railings in their offices were smashed and 
the police had to be called in to clear the 
street, The rash still continues to such 
an extent that the ordinary business at 
the offices was completely blocked, and 
notices had to be put up that no appli- 
cations would be received until after 
business hours, 


“Tt is not a question of how many 
men the C.P.R. brings out on this 
ship or that, but merely how many they 
want, If they want five thousand or ten 
thousand they can easily get them, just 
as many as they like to take on board 
their steamers and bring them out. There 
is not the slightest doubt about that. 
There are thousands of men everywhere 
in the old country who are competent 
metal workers, and who have been ‘dle 
for months, and can see no prospects of 
# job ahead of them, They would jump 
at a chance of a steady job in Canada, 
union or no union, since they are now 
practically starving.” 


Mr, Cuttle said he was dismayed on 
board of the Empress of Ireland, to re- 
turn to Canada, to find that the stvike 
was still on and that hundreds of me- 
chanics were on board the boat coming 
out to take the places of strikers with 
the C.P.R, 


“Unless this unfortunate strike can be 
stopped at once,” said Mr, Cuttle, “it 
will mean a great deal or suffering this 
winter, because the C.P.R. will be able, 
beyond a doubt to replace all the strik- 
ers, and they will most of them be out of 
a job all winter because there is no work 
for them in Canada, and the United 
States has hundreds of thousands of idle 
mechanica everywhere. These men from 
the Old Country know well enough that 
they are coming out here because of the 
surike, but they are driven to it by ac- 
tual poverty.”

Farmert Cannot Get Wheat Marketed 
Nor Lumber for Quarries. 


Calgary, Sept. 15—A. B. McDonald, the 
Liberal candidate for the riding of Mae-

CHINA’S ARBITRATION TREATY. 


With United States on a Par With 
Great Powers of the World. 


Washington, D.C., Sept. 16—Wu 
Ting Fang, Chinese minister, has re- 
ceived authority from his government 
to sign a proposel arbitration treaty 
with the United States government. 
The provisions of the treaty, it is 
understood, will be along the same 
general lines as those negotiated ‘with 
the great powers of the ‘world, and its 
Signature by the two contracting par: 
ties practically round out the list of 
countries with which the American 
governinent has sought to obtain arbi- 
tration treaties. The differences af- 
fecting vital interests or independ-

WY¥h reterence to the condition of the 
body. The mieroscopie examination 
showed that there was blood poison- 
ing before death, The microscopic 
exammatvion ulso showed that there 
Was present in the blood gas forming 
bacteria, which may have entered the 
blood shortly before death or after, 
This might account for the dilation 


of the heart, Different parts of heart, 
spleen, etc., were taken, and bacteria 
was found. This bacteria was ino- 


culated into a guinea pig, but had no 
effect. e 

Dr. Revell, in drawing some infer- 
ences from the results of the exam- 
ination, and from what he bad heard 
in the evidence, reached the conclu- 
sion that the cause of death was the 
result of several things. If the child 
had been kept in bed it might have 
been all right, and in his opinion the 
cause of death was duc greatly to to.

BLIND AUCTION SALE, 


An examplification of the spirit of 
chance, typical of the West, was had this 
morning at the blind autcion sale of un- 
claimed goods which is being held in the 
Geo, Manuel building on the corner of 
Howard and Rice streets by the Cana- 
dian Northern Express Company. The 
large building was crowded by a cosmo- 
politan concourse of buyers, all eager to 
take a chance on the mysterious looking 
pareels put up for auction, 

Just what the result of these chances 
were is not yet known, The goods were 
put up for auction wrapped up in brown 
paper and the purchasers simply took a 
flying chance on what the parcel might 
contain, They might secure an article 
valued at $25 or $30 for S0e and then 
again they might pay $4 or $5 for a Me 
article, The element of uncertainty, how- 
ever, appealed very strongly to the ma- 
jority of those present and ithe bidding 
on almost every article was keen, Start- 
ing at about 24e the price jumped papid- 
ly to $1 or $1.50 and some even went as 
high as $4.

The scene was an interesting one and 
large crowds of sightseers were present 
who took no part in the buying. The 
majory, however, were there for busi- 
ness and Hthey were closely wedged 
wround the auctioneer ready to bid on 
whatever parcel struck their fancy. As 
the crowd of buyers was so great the 
pareels were not given out as soon as 
sold, The successful bidder paid the am- 
eunt of his bid and received a ticket cor- 
responding to the number on the parcel, 
After the sale these tickets will be pre- 
rented and the articles claimed. Then
